She expiessed the hope, however, 


that Senator Harding, and Governor 
James M, Cox, Democratic nominee 
for president, with whom she will 
dine at Dayton tonight, 
she 
said, 


•would be able to "exert sufficient in- 
fluence on the Tennessee legislature 
t'~> cause it to ratify the amendment " 


Mrs. 
Baker said &he "felt most en- 


couraged" by her interview with Sen- 
ator Harding. She declined to reveal 
the "definite steps" bhe said he prom- 
ised to take, but she regarded the 
situation as "more hopeful" than be- 
fore she had seen him, she added.

Warsaw, the capital, according to official dispatches to the for- 
eign ofiice today. 


Tho seat of the Polish government has not been deter- 


mined, it is understood here. 


The civil population has begun to flee the city. The city 


will inevitably fall into the hands of the Russians it is feared. 


The Poles have virtually abandoned all hope for an armis- 


tice with the Russians, the foreign office was advised. 


Military,dispatches show that the Russians have crossed 


the Bug river on a front of more than 60 miles. The Poles re- 
treated so rapidly, they had no chance to destroy the bridges. 


The retiring Polish troops have become demoralized all 


along the front north and east of Warsaw. 


Fifty thousand Russian Red troops, preceded by large 


masses of cavalry, are driving in the Polish left wing, aiming to 
cut the Dantzig "corridor" and sever railway communication 
between Warsaw and the port of Dantzig.

menaced? It is the second in size in 
the United States. In Holmes, Tus- 
carawas and surrounding counties are 
situated 100 Swiss cheese factories, 
which 
produce' over 
three 
million 


pounds of cheese per year. With the 
remarkable growth of Akron and other 
cities of northeastern Ohio a greater 
supply of .market milk is being de- 
manded. With Cleveland and Youngs- 
town drawing heavily on the territory 
north of Akron, the cities south 
of 


Cleveland arff looking for their milk 
supply in counties to the south. 


Coupled with the increasing demand 


for market milk, the cheese manu- 
facturers face a declining Rrice for 
their product. 
The price 
has 
been 


steadily advancing for six years. L>ast 
year they got from 40 to 45 cents a 
pound. 
This year they are offered 


but 37 cents. Buyers hold that since 
six mouths is required before Swiss 
cheese can be cured and marketed, 
aftor being made, and with the possi- 
bility of a decline in the prices of all 
food products, they are not Justified In 
offering the prices they have previous- 
ly paid.
